>ake Michigan Would 
Be Divided. 


The Chicago Cl^onlcle tells what 
would happen If the surfaces of the 
great lakes were lowered to the sea 
evel, as follows: ‘*In that case two 
the chains of great lakes which 
bound the northern limits of the United 
States would be practically wiped out 
of existence. Lake Michigan would be­ 
come two lakes much smaller than the 
present majestic body of water. Chi­ 
cagoans could travel on what Is now 
the bottom of the lake as far north as 
a point midway between the shores of 
Milwaukee and Grand Haven without 
getting their feet wet. No system of 
akes presents as wide variations of 
extreme depth as the big fresh water 
system. 
Beginning with Superior and 
following the chain eastward, they 
vary from 1,386 feet to but 210. They 
are respectively 602 feet above the sea 
evel for Superior, 581 each for Michi­ 
gan and Huron, 573 for Erie and but 
247 for Ontario. 
Superior Is by far 
the deepest, with Michigan second; 
Ontario is close on its heels, being 
within a few feet of Huron, while Erie 
s so shallow that Its greatest depth Is 
thirty-six feet less than the midlake 
depth of Michigan between Chicago 
and St. Joseph. Erie can claim but 210 


1 eet extreme depth. 


“As good an object lesson of what 
the lakes have to oUer is the course 
between Chicago and St. Joseph, Mich. 
The coast is measured from the lights 
of the two harbors. Beginning from 
this side the government pier, already 
quite a way out, has a depth of some 
thirty-six feet. The lake shoals on this 
side so that the extreme depth of the 
spoon is a trlñe beyond the middle of 
the fifty-seven mile course. 
1% drops 
rapidly, however, from sixteen in the 
river to 246 out in the lake. 
But on 
the other side, within a couple of miles 
of the shore, the depth drops from 
twenty-four feet to 160 with frightful 
rapidity.

“Superior, if reduced to the

level, would be robbed of two-thirds o 
ts dimensions. 
The extreme depth is

Huron is less than 
800, while Erie is very shallow. On­ 
tario has a depth of 735 feet, owing to 
the falls of Niagara. 
If all 
were 
arought to sea level Erie would be 
500 feet above, Michigan would be 
couple of ponds, Huron almost out or 
it, Superior a lake not much larger 
than tnany another and Ontario the

one chancea to ask. 
They are far 
more valuable than diamonds—in fact, 
the price is purely arbitrary, depending 
chiefly on how badly the purchaser 
wants the gem. The last mine» to be 
worked were in Siam, but they are now 
entirely closed down. Practically the 
same thing may be said of emeralds. 
X few find their way to the dealers 
now and then, but the supply has 
dwindled to almost the vanishing point, 
and to secure a fine specimen is pure­ 
ly a m atter of luck. They are no long­ 
er kept in stock by the wholeaalera, 
and when one turns up it bring® a 
fancy figure. I am speaking, of course, 
of first-class stones. Both rubles and 
emerald« vary enormously In quality. 
Sometimes it is hard to tell Just w’hat 
they lack, but Its absence is unmis­ 
takable, and constitutes the difference 
between a true gem and a mere col­ 
ored stone. For example, I have a four- 
carat emerald that I have tried to sell 
for 1100.

They are Result of Yesterday’s 
O 
Convention. 


Convention Went for Dix as Against 
Blakeslee. 


The republidiiiiB of Berrien county 
iield tbe most excitinfir convention in 
their history in Niles yesterday after­ 
noon, and after four years of oratory, 
hissing, 8tampln(? and cheering se­ 
lected a solid Perry delegation to 
Attend tbe state gubernational conven­ 
tion. 
Moreover, the delegates were 
instructed ior Ferry and each one was 
required to personally pledge his sup­ 
port to the Detroit candidate. 


When the convention assembled’ in 
the afternoon both sides claimed the 
majority, but whereas the Ferry sup­ 
porters desired at once to test their 
strength In the convention the Stearns 
men, a little timid, held back and 
sought to avoid an immediate declara­ 
tion of preference on the part of the 
convention. 


A. L. Hammond moved a committee 
of five be appointed to select F e r^ del­ 
egates to the state convention. Hisses 
and cries of ‘‘Noseoond ward politics 
here," frequently 
interrupted 
the 
«peaker.* 


A moti)n 
made bv the opposition 
to amend the motion 07 substituting 
that the entire convention constitute 
the committee and that the delegates 
be selected by precincts. 


A rising vote on substitute was taken 
And Secretary E. S. Kelley declared 
the substitute lost. 


Like a band of wild Indians the 100 
odd Stearns delegates jumped to their 
feet and yelled. Chairs, books, canes 
were picked up wherever handy and 
waved with fierce vim. Cries followed 
of “throw out the secretary,” “get a 
new chairman,” “bring on the eggs.” 


Chairman Ward wrapped vigorously 
for order, but he might as weU have 
commanded the sun to stop shining. 
SherllT Ferguson appeared 
on 
the 
platform and endeavored to quiet the 
riot 
The oolse and confusion In- 
crea ed. 
laen stepped forward the leader— 
the one man In all the convention who 
was able to save the convention from 
dissolving. Tiie rioters recognized the 
man and suddenly the hall rang with 
“the boy from W eesaw .” Rev. Her­ 
bert L. Potter, who had been the re­ 
publican Idol years ago before he en­ 
tered the ministry, held 
the door. 
The convention was 
quiet and the 
rioters seated themselves. 


Rev. Potter referred to the greatness 
of the republican party and he shamed 
all who thought to detract from that 
greatness. 
He moved that all previous 
motions be laid on the table and that 
a vote by ballot be taken to determine 
the convention's choice for governor 


The preacher bad won the day. A 
vote for governor was taken and It re­ 
sulted: Ferry, 159; Stearns, 129: Bliss, 
3; Osborne, 1. 


After a few more skirmishes tbe 
minority laid dowa and tbe convention 
selected a solid Feri^ delegation. 


Auditor General Dix won his fight 
against Senator Blakeslee. A resolu­ 
tion was introduced by Hon. L. C. 
Fyfe of St. Joseph heartily indorsing 
the Dix administration and sunoortlng 
the general for a third term. However 
the convention may have been divided 
on other questions, on ihls they were 
unani?D0us. Cheers for Dix filled the 
hall and tbe genial Berrien Springs 
politician was given to understand that 
Berrien county is with him first and 
last. 


The endorsement of Dix probably 


dids Senator Blakeslee’s boom for 
lieutenant governor as two Berrien 
men can not hope to both be on the 
state ticket. The senator understood 
the situation plainly and he worked to 
defeat the endorsement. Capt. Frank 
P. Graves, who is a relative of the 
senator, was on the fioor calling for 
recognition at the same time with Mr. 
Fyfe. Some thought Mr. Graves had 
the fioor first but the chair at least, 
thought otherwise and he acted accord­ 
ing to his convictions. 


Fyfe waa recognized and when he be­ 
gan speaking Graves continued 
to 
sbout: “Mr. Chairman, I move we 
adjourn,” but Mr. Chairman had his 
eyes in another part of the house.

Graduates of 
Onioaffo 
Independent 
School Must Be Bxamined* 


Lansing, June 13.—Fourteen appli* 
cants for registration are being exam­ 
ined by the state board of registration 
In medicine which commenced a four- 
days’ session here 
Aside from this 
examination, tbe board will pass upon 
the cases of a number of applicants 
who have heretofore filed their cre­ 
dentials or been examined. 


Judge Burlingame and Rep. Heck 
had a long conference with tbe board 
concerning tbe graduates of tbe In­ 
dependent medical college, who desire 
registration without examination. Tbe 
brmer took the position tbatonly such 
physicians as registered during tbe 
ilrst three months of the operation of 
the old law are legally entitled to reg- 
stratlon, and maintained that under a 
proper construction of the law, all 
others would have to submit to exam- 
nation, the list including seven of the 
ten members of the present state board, 
the exceptions being President Sin­ 
clair and Drs.

TThe practice of using an amanueii- 


■is has become alm ost universal among 
busy men of affairs,” said a M agazine' 
■ tfeet wholesaler, according to the 
Pittsburgh News, “and it’s death on 
orthography. I defy any m an who has 
dictated to a stenographer for a» long 
a period of time as tw o years to s it' 
down and w rite an ordinary business 
letter w ithout m aking a t least four 
or five ridiculous blunders in spelling. 
Skill in English orthography is purely 
an arbitrary accomplishment. 
I t’s a 
feat in mnemonics* and doesn’t neces­ 
sarily presuppose the possession of any 
special intellectual gifts. The only way 
th at the average m an retains his abil­ 
ity to spell with reasonable correct­ 
ness is by keeping constantly in prac­ 
tice and seeing the w ritten wordsi be­ 
fore his eyes. L et him suspend th at 
m ental exercise for a sh o rt time and 
the first thing you know he’ll be spell­ 
ing elephant w ith tw o I’s. 


“The stenographer habit is bad as 
cocainer—when once you begin it you’ve 
got to keep it up or you’re lost. If I at­ 
tem pted to w rite a letter of any length 
at present my correspondent would be 
certain to set me down as a scandalous 
ignoramus,, and I believe nine-tenths 
of the business men in the city are in 
the same boat. The memory of most 
people, by the way, is chiefly graphic, 
as far as spelling is concerned. I mean 
by th at th a t they have to w rite a word 
down on paper and see how it looks be­ 
fore they are certain about its orthog­ 
raphy. T hat is why they become rusty 
so quick as soon as they give up the 
personal handling of the pen. In me­ 
dieval tim es the upper classes didn’t 
pretend to know how to write. They 
left th at to professional scriveners, and 
we appear to be drifting back to th at 
happy condition of affairs.”

through Urua in 1872, heard of the 
cave dwellers in the districts of the 
headw aters of the Congo river, b u t in 
spite of all th e efforts he made was 
unable to discover them. News comes 
now from Brussels, says the Phila­ 
delphia Record, th a t 
Lieut. 
Leon 
Cerckel, of the Congo st^ite troops, suc­ 
ceeded in locating these caverns. Ac­ 
cording to a report published in 
Le 
Mouvement Geographic, these caves 
are situated in the 
m ountains 
and 
hills which surround the valley of the 
Lufira, a tributary of the 
Lualaba. 
The Lufira falls down at Djuo over a 
rock some 120 feet high, whence 
it 
flows through a ravine of from 400 to 
500 feet deep, surrounded 
by steep 
rocky m ountains. 


In a distance of about 
ten miles 
from th e Djuo fall are th e caves of 
Mokana. 
All the caves are situated 
in the rocks. 
Some of them are two 
miles and even more in length, and 
most o«f them are inhabited by savage 
tribes. 
Lieut. Cerckel says th at they 
are absolutely dark, but not humid, 
and th a t at least several thousand peo­ 
ple dwell therein. 
The fires which 
burned w ithin the 
caves 
caused 
a 
dense smoke, which made a close in­ 
vestigation impossible. Cerckel 
suc­ 
ceeded only in entering some of the 
caves after he had presented the chief 
of the tribe w ith large quantities of 
colored cotton prints and brass goods, 
and even then he w as soon compelled 
to leave the district with his compan­ 
ions, as his life vras threatened by the 
savages.

“To refwl into this simple and touch­

Dr. McGiffert, who has been pi%)fes- 
8or of ehurch history at the Union theo­ 
logical seminar)' since 1893, was born at 
Sauquoit, N. Y., in March 18(51, and was 
graduated from the Wesitern lieserve 
college in 1882, and fi*om the Union th e­ 
ological seminary In 1885. He received 
thedegreeof Ph. D. from tbe University 
of M arburg, Germany, and spent sev­ 
eral years in fu rth er study in Germany, 
France and Italy. From 18&8 to 1800 he 
was instructor in church history at 
Lane theological 
seminary, Cincin­ 
nati, and was a professor in the same 
institution from 1890 to 1893. Among 
his books are: 
“Dialo^^e between a 
Christian and a Jew ,” ti’an&lation of 
“EuBcbius’B Church H istory,” and the 
notable work which caused the discus- 
elon through which he became widely 
known.
